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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, and 
June, 1921. 


April.—The month of April was extremely dry practically throughout the State. Dis- 
turbances of Southern type passed along the South Coast at frequent intervals from the 14th 
onward, but the rains associated with them were very light except in the extreme South-west 
corner, where a few stations registered totals in excess of the average. The only other instance 
in which the normal was exceeded was at the Gascoyne Junction, where a thunderstorm fell 
at the opening of the month. With this and one or two other trivial exceptions no rain at all 
visited the Tropics and Gascoyne, while only isolated registrations were effected over the Mid- 
land and Eastern agricultural areas and the Coolgardie Goldfields. 


May.—Taking the State as a whole, May, 1921, ranks amongst the wettest Mays ever 
experienced, In the latter half of the preceding month depressions of a type often associated 
with good winter rains were frequently featured on the Weather Chart, but, although well 
developed, they always passed away without any rainfall apart from a few coastal showers. 
At the close of the month, however, another of these systems appeared, and as a result fair 
to moderate, and, at an isolated place or two, heavy gaugings were effected on the Ist May 
throughout the agricultural areas. Relatively fine weather then intervened until the 5th, 
when a new disturbance brought excessively heavy rain to parts of the extreme South, 6-84 
inches being measured at Bremer Bay and 4-08 at Albany on the following morning. The rain 
gradually extended to other parts of the State, but in a somewhat erratic fashion. On the 
morning of the 7th, for example, amidst a large number of light to moderate gaugings, Wongan 
Hills measured 2-50 inches, and three or four other scattered stations, including Mt. Sir Samuel, 
between 1} to 2 inches, while during the ensuing 48 hours falls of an inch, though more common, 
were again interspersed with a much larger number of trivial gaugings. On the 10th the rain had 
practically finished, but the registrations for the 24 hours ended 8 a.m. on that day included re- 
markable downpours in the Metropolitan area, 2-40 inches being measured at the Perth Gardens. 
This storm also affected the Murchison. where rain was very badly needed. The falls on this 
occasion were not heavy enough to break the drought, but this was compensated for in the 
following disturbance commencing on the 12th, which brought the aggregate falls for the month 
over this region to a minimum of an inch at Meekatharra, rising to over 3 inches both to the 
South and to the North of that centre. This storm cleared away on the 16th, after bringing 
excellent falls to every portion of the State South of the Tropics. The interval of fine weather 
was again brief. On the 20th an intense cyclonic system developed and remained practically 
stagnant until the 30th. Rain during this period extended to every portion of the State except 
East Kimberley. The gaugings were everywhere heavy and of a more consistent character 
than during the earlier half of the month, although the tendency to particularly heavy local 
falls was still noticed, At Wallal a practically isolated gauging of 2 inches was measured on 
the 22nd, and in the neighbourhood of Minginew and Dongara a very heavy local downpour 
occurred on the 29th, causing washaways on the railways. On the 27th another big fall at 
Bremer Bay yielded 3-24 inches, and one at Irsaelite Bay on the following day 3-27 inches, 
In the North-West, however, this rainstorm was productive of its most remarkable gaugings, 
Port Hedland reporting a total of 6:69 inches, and most of the other stations upwards of 4 inches. 


Taking the month as a whole, excesses were met with at every station South of Kimberley. 
At a number of stations on the West and South-west Coasts the aggregate gaugings exceeded 
10 inches, rising at Fremantle (Oval) to 13-87 inches, or 9-65 inches above the average; at 
Geraldton to 12-96 inches (10-26 inches above), and at Bremer Bay to 15-80 inches (12-54 
inches above). In other parts of the State the totals, although smaller, amounted to 3 or 4, 
and in some cases as much as 6 or 7 times the normal rainfall for May. They were smallest 
over parts of the Northern Murchison (Mundiwindi 2-50 inches), but even here the monthly 
averages were exceeded by 1 to 2 inches. In West Kimberley, Broome, and La Grange both 
measured over 2 inches, and lighter falls occurred inland to Fitzroy Crossing, but further East 
16 points at Wyndham was the only gauging. 


A comparison with the records for previous years shows that at a large number of stations 
in all quarters of the State the totals were the heaviest ever recorded for the month of May. 
In other localities heavier registrations have been recorded for various years, but taking the 
State as a whole, the rainfall no doubt represents something in the nature of a record for the 
month, 


June.—The earlier half of the month of June was characterised by a continuance of con- 
ditions similar to those experienced during May, and heavy rains reached all agricultural areas, 
extending on various dates to the Gascoyne and Goldfields, and also, during the first few days, 


to the North-west districts. 


were very limited in their rain-bearing capacity. 
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The remainder of the month witnessed a decided change. 
pressures assumed control of the Weather Chart, and the depressions, passing well out to sea,

Showers frequently visited the Coast, and 


at times reached the wheat belt, and even, towards the end of the month, penetrated to the 
Coolgardie Goldfields, but the inland falls were trivial in amount. 


This abrupt change in the character of the month’s rainfall was productive of some very 


irregular results. 


While, on the whole, deficiencies were the rule, a large number of scattered 


localities, situated chiefly on the South-west Coast, the Coolgardie and Southern Murchison 
Goldfields, and in parts of the North-West, reported excesses, which, in many cases, were de- 


cidedly large.
